Extract from a Letter foj Captain Bums. 

WITH respect to the light at Mocha, I consider from my experience of the naviga¬ 
tion of the Red Sen that it is of great importance that this light should be exhibited 
from ii lightship moored outside the Mocha Shoal A lighthouse on the mainland would 
he upwards of 4 miles inside the danger, and during hasty weather it would be difficult 
for shipmasters to estimate their distance oil the light, and they might even ground on 

the shoal in trying to make the Sight, -t i a 

The North and South Rock off the east coast of Ireland was a similar danger, and 

in this case the lighthouse had to he given up, and in place of it a light vessel was 
moored outside the reel Since this was done I believe there has been an immunity 
from wrecks at that place*

1 AM directed by (he Board of Trade, to acknowledge the receipt bf your letter of 
the 4th instant, in which you transmit copy of ft letter (with iutdosure) from Lloyd's on 
the subject of the light proposed to be efitablis|ed at MochaJn the Rod Sea; and in 
reply to your inquiry whether, in the opinion of this Board, the views expressed in 
Cuplain Burns' Report should he brought to the notice of the Turkish Government, I 
am to request that you will state to the Marquess of Salisbury that the Board arc 
advised that the approach to Mocha Shoal in well safe-guarded by the soundings, and 
that a vessel which made proper use of her lead,and kept outside the 10-thtliom contour, 
would be quite safe. 

Moreover, a hght-ship would only illuminate a radius ot' about 12 miles, whereas a 
lighthouse could easily command one of 20 miles, and would thus interlock with Perim 
Light, amt reacli within a comparatively short distance of the illuminated area of the 
light proposed at Abu Ail, 

Idle arc would to a great extent also protect the Scilln Shoals. 

For the above reasons the Board are of opinion that it is not desirable that the 
views expressed by Captain Burns should lie communicated to tlie Ottoman Govern¬ 
ment.

WITH xeiferenco to the letters from this Office of the 12th and 22n& of March last 
respecting the recent arrangement between the Turkish Government ami the Ottoman 
Lighthouse Administration* 1 am directed by the Marquees of Salisbury to transmit to 
you, to be kid before the Board of Trade, a copy of a note from the Turkish Ambas¬ 
sador ai this Courts, explaining’ the new Tariff which has been drawn np by the Adminis¬ 
tration to meet the expense of the construction and maintenance of the four contem¬ 
plated lighthouses. 

It wilt be observed that* whereas Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople was 
informed that no fresh dues were to be charged, and the cost of the n£w r lighthouses 
was to be met by a loan of 106,6m at 41 per cent.* which the Turkish Government was 
to obtain from the Lighthouse Administration, a Tariff is now proposed which would 
yield an annual income far in excess of the requirements of the case, and which would 
be derived in a preponderating degree from British shipping, 

Lord Salisbury would therefore be glad to receive m expression of the Board's 
views upon the proposal of the Turkish G overnmerjt,

THE recent correspondence on this* subject was inferred, in accordance with your 
invitation, to Lord Cromer, with a request for m opinion as to what course should 
now l>e adopted. 

Lord Crumor called here yesterday, and told me that, all things considered, he 
would he inclined to wait for a time and see whether the Porto would make any reply 
to our refusal to entertain their hist proposals. 

Ii; after a certain lapse of time, no answer was made, we might then inquire what 
the Porte proposed to do, intimating that the matter could not bo left indefinitely in 
its present unsatisfactory state, and hinting that wo should be obliged to take some 
action to settle this long-pending question* 

Lord Cromer deprecated the “heroic remedy n (referred to in Ins Memorandum 
of 7th September, 180% i,e. # to anchor three lightships just outside the iJ-nnilc 
limit of the Arabian const, as likely to call forth loud protests from the Porte, France, 
and Russia, 

Ho thought that the Egyptian Government might devote the interest on the 
70,00 6L f now held in reserve for lighthouse construction, as a contribution towards the 
up-keep of the lighthouses, but he could promise untiring more from Egypt.
